The Row Originates in a Charge that 
Bome Cuban Officer: Have Sold

this city published an interview in its columns 
which was reported to have taken place be- 
tween one of its reporters and Gen. Jordan, 
in which the latter was made to say that the 
Cuban insurrection was practically at an end, 
and that the prolongation of the struggle 
was useless.
